Second Division Suffers. 

r.ecause of the collapse of its horse 
equipment and artillery brigade of the 
Second Division did not reach its ob- 
jective until a day after the great 
strugi^ that was to termlMlt Ike 
wiiintec M Pas l «< the flisiaa array 
f or an •nrfrtk^ te Oetobsr fend kesnn. 
The asesmd Dhrlsion fon^t the first 
day witiioat artillery protection and 
suffered outrageously in consequence.

When the great war came to it.s un- 
expected finish the United States had 
under anus, at home and abroad, 
some .'?,TOO,000 soldiers, of which 
9T4.00(> were iiifaii;ry. :if)4,(X> were 
enginet rs, .S.Sn.O<H) were Held artillery, 
but only 2V),0(X> were favalry. Tbe 
field artillery was horsed after a fasti 
ion. So was the engineer contingent. 
But the quality of the horses that 
served the field artillery and tta «h 
gineer contingent generally was- no 
better. If. indeed, it was as good, than 
was the quality of the horses that MHtod 
the artlUery brigade «f tha Ssend 
Division in the oMrdi t^m Tssdaa to 
the Marne salient. 

Our Cavalry Not There. 

For such masses of infantry and 
artillery there should have been 250.- 
000 to 350.000 cavalry, according to the 
most advanesd military opinion in the 
United Statea and abrodB. Yet only 
an inslgnillcant fTaetioa of the absnrd- 
ly small mounted coatingeat of Oe 
gigantic military establisbment of the 
United States of November 1st, 1918— 
the second, third, sixth and fifteenth 
cavalry reginient.s — was in France. 
Most of our 29.000 troopers were pa- 
trolling the Mexican frontier. More- 
over only a moiety of the .so-called 
American cavalry forces in France 
was mounted. At no time was it pos- 
sible to completely horse the second, 
third, sixth and fifteenth regiments. 
The troopers of these regiments, when 
they were not serving with machine 
gun contingents, were guarding muni- 
tions and qoarterroaster's stores. This 
condition was due to the disgraceful 
fact Oat the Udlted States had no 
saltabla mounts fw tta cavalry.- Fraaee 
and Oraat Britain, to iasare prampt 
and effective eoKipmitloa by the 
AaMrlean grand nnlts in the great 
counter offsnslTe of Foch might spare 
sen-iceable artillery horses of the half 
and three-quarter bred types because, 
as had already been pointed out, the 
struggle for civilization up to the be- 
ginning of 1918 on the western front 
had been for the most part a war of 
position rather than one of maneuver. 
Their r'eserves of artillery horses had 
not been exhausted.
